It  is  hereby  Enacted  in  the  Thirty-fifth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows: —

(1)  “Assembly**  means  the  Gujarat  legislative  Assembly;

3.  (1).  Vi  ith  effect  from  the  date  of  commencement  of  this  Act,  there  shall 
be  paid  a pension  of  three  hundred  rupees  per  month  to  every' person  who 
has  served  as  a member  for  a term  of  office  of  five  years  whether  before  or 
after  such  commencement  and  whether,  continuously  or  not : 


Provided  that,  where  any  person  has  served  as  aforesaid  for  a period 
exceeding  five  years,  there  shall  be  paid  to  him  an  additional  pension 
of  sixty  rupees  per  month  for  every  year  of  such  service  in  excess  of 
five  years  so,  however  that  in  no  case  the  pension  payable  to  such  person 
shall  exceed  six  hundred  rupees  per  month  : ■ 


Provided  further  that  where  the  Assembly  is  dissolved  before  the  expiry 
of  its  duration  of  five  years,  a member  of  such  Assembly  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  sub-section,  bc  deemedto  have  served  as  such  member  for 
a term  of  office  of  five  years. 


(2)  In  computing  [“the  number  of  years  for  the  purposes  of  sub- 
section (I),  the  period  during  which  a person  has  served  as  a Speaker  of 
Assembly  or  asMinister,  Minister  of  State,  Deputy  Minister  or  Parliamentary 
Secretary  or  in,  more  than  one  of  those  capacities  by  virtue  of  his  member- 
ship of  the'  Assembly,  shall  also  be.  taken  into  account.

(0)  "Where  any  person  entitled  to  pension  under  section  3 also  receives 
anypcnsion  other  than  pension  as  a freedom  ,%hter  from  the  Central*  Go  veto- 
meant,  or  any  State  Government,  or  any  local  authority  under  any  law  or 
-otherwise,  then, — 

(i)  whore  the  amount  of  pension  which  he  receives  under  such  law  or
